About 20 per cent of the membership of the Porterville Golf 
association and the Porterville Women's Golf association have 
decided by a combined 29-7 vote to go ahead with the joint 
golfers'-City of Porterville plan to construct a new clubhouse on 
the municipal golf course. , 

From the standpoint of the golfers the project will involve a 
contribution of some $10,200, including cost of building plans, 
$5,000 of which has been raised. 

As for the pending $5,200, there is a certain air of mys- 
tery, since Nick. Joannides, the association's representative who 
has been ramrodding the plan, says that arrangement has been 
made to borrow $5,200, with two individuals signing a note for 
‘the money, and with no obligation, except a moral obligation to 
repay the money to the association benefactors.

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Christmas Trees 


(Continued From Page 1) 
Bella area. 

The production of evergreens as 
Christmas trees was started about 
three years ago, after a study of 
information provided by the Uni- 
versity of California. 

For the current Christmas sea- 
gon, trees are tagged by number 
and price as they grow in the nurs- 
ery, price ranging from 60 cents 
to $1.00 per foot. Customers sim- 
ply pick their tree, cut it them- 
selves (almost like the old days) 
and take it with them. 

Growing in the nursery are nine 
varieties of evergreens: Monterey 
pine, Arizona cypress, Aleppo pine, 
Italian Stone pine, Scotch pine, 
Austrian pine, Cedrus Deodora, 
White spruce and Sequoia gigan- 
tea. Salable sizes range from 
three feet to 10 feet. 

The Bushman boys and their 
father work the nursery on week- 
ends; ‘“‘thired hands’ look after 
things during the week. 

And how does a southern Cali- 
fornia engineer get involved in 
the nursery business? 

As Mr. Bushman explained, he 
purchased land .at Terra Bella 
about five years ago for citrus 
planting, but at the time there 
were few citrus trees available, 
and, he says, “If we could have 
found any the price would have 
been so high we could not have 
afforded to buy them.” 

So, without any previous ex- 
iperience in the nursery business, 
but with knowledge gained through 
University of California literature 
and from other nurserymen, Bush- 
man started his own nursery to 
provide plantings for his land, and 
for sale. 

At present he has about eight 
acres set to citrus along the Old 
Stage road, and at the 40-acre site 
of the nursery he planted seed- 
lings so that as trees were re- 
moved for sale, the “thinning” 
process would result in a planted 
acreage without having to dig and 
plant. 

At present he has about 25,000 
citrus trees, including 15 varie- 
lies; the Christmas tree stock is 
interplanted with citrus in the 
nursery. 

“There is no problem in grow- 
ing evergreens and citrus side by 
side,’ Bushman says. ‘‘Fertiliz- 
ing and irrigation practices are 
the same, but we can’t use oil 
spray on the evergreens.” 

The production of evergreens is 
still on something of an experi- 
Imental basis, with certain varie- 
ties found to do well and come 
into commercial production in 
from three to five or six years; 
other varieties have gone poorly, 
or died after planting. 

As his citrus acreage is expand- 
ed, Bushman plans to plant ever- 
greens in the cold, low spots, set- 
ting out from 2,000 to 3,000 trees 
per acre. After the evergreens 
are cut for Christmas trees, the 
stump of some varieties will pro- 
duce another salable tree in about 
two years. Trees not sold this year 


for next year’s market. 

Bushman, and his boys, have no 
plans to cut trees and sell them 
in town; persons wanting to cut 
their own, live Christmas tree are 
invited to drive out to Bushman 
nursery, just off avenue 84, east 
of highway 65. Selection can be 
made and trees left until the cus- 
tomer wants to cut them.
